Comments to the Amendment: 

The Examiner rejected Claim 24 under 35 U.S.C. § 1 12, second paragraph as 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter of the 
invention. This particular claim claims the method of Claim 1 , "further comprising the 
step of knitting the braided plait assembly." The Examiner indicated, "[i]t is unclear how 
the yarns can be knitted, since claim 1 specifically requires braiding." The Inventors 
agree with the Examiner that braiding and knitting are specific processes for interlacing 
yarns and that said terms are not interchangeable. Consequently, the Inventors 
respectfully request the Examiner to cancel Claim 24.
